Time for another electrical safety story (yawwwnnn!).... 


I recently was awarded a heap of miscellaneous discarded test equipment. 
Garage fodder it is, but some fun for a rainy evening also. Last night I 
lifted out of the accumulation a Fluke 1900A frequency counter, a handy 5 
Hz to 80 Mhz instrument with only six digits of resolution. Not the 
greatest item to have on the test bench, just another curiosity. It felt a 
bit heavy so I knew right away it was a rechargeable battery powered unit. 
A boatanchor field day frequency monitor? I began to give it the usual 
once over inspection to see if it had a chance of making it to the bench. 
When I took a look at its rear end I saw a glob of crud packed in around 
one of the prongs of the IEC style AC inlet connector. No, not the 
domicile of a deceased tenant, but the remains of a nasty inferno. To the 
bench it went. I dissected the glob to uncover the remains of the contact, 
about 25% of it eaten away by a continuous arcing condition that melted the 
molded power cord connector giving the catastrophe a source of fuel. With 
the battery charging standby current in the vicinity of 200 mA, the heat 
generated was intense enough to soften and misshape the surrounding plastic 
connector shroud. No doubt, the counter was put in the scrap pile after 
that. 


I never did like the IEC connector design. Too simple, probably designed 
by a European standards Neanderthal. Simply misunderstood as to how an 
apparently robust connector design can be mated with inadequately designed 
and manufactured mating cord connectors rendering it a prime example of 
futile hope in the name of safety. Good thing for low flammability 


plastics, they no doubt saved the day. 


Check your IEC power cords. Make sure the female contacts have a tight 
grip on their male counterparts to insure a constant low resistance 
circuit. Rig up a tester and see if a 100 watt light bulb will flicker 
when the mated cord is wiggled. Replace the bad cords and cut off their 
failed connectors (don't give them to the unsuspecting dopes at the flea 
market!!).
